AT DEDICATION OF ST. JAMES. 


Nearly Three-Fourths of a Very 


Large Debt Raised or 


$22,666. 


The dedication of the new St. James 


Lutheran church was most inspiring, 
the occasion -being the scene of a most 
magnificent liberality such,as Gettys- 
burg has never seen or known before. 
In a single day nearly three-fourths 
of a very large debt was raised, or 
$2300. In a single nour at the morn- 
ing service over nineteen • thousand 
dollars was raised. Why, the act was 
grand, and it is-a grand age to live in. 
and a grand old town to have a. home 
in to witness just among our own town 
people such an outpouring of gener- 
osity. The event came about in such 
a simple way, there was no sensation- 
alism, no appealing to emotions to ex- 
cite people, but followed a simple, 
homely talk. 


ft may be that the general surround- 


ings were most auspicious for what 
happened. 
The new St.. James Lu- 


theran church is a beautiful building, 
indeed it might truthfully be said 
more beautiful inside than outside arid 
the latter is very imposing. The main 
auditorium .is a. most attractive place. 
The stained glass windows are beauti- 
ful. All the side windows are alike 
and harmonize -wonderfully with a soft 
golden light and the large north win- 
dow largely green lends its contribu- 
tion to the beauties of the auditorium. 
The white wocdwoik and green, carpet 
blend into an effect that is charming. 


The morning service opened with an 


organ prelude by Miss Reba Miller, 
anthem, "Lift up Your Heads." by the 
choir, responsive reading, hymn 292, 
Scripture lesson read, by Rev. EL C. 
Alleman, prayer by the pastor Rev. J.

He declared that if the 
room for the boys would, be the means 
of saving one boy to a life of use- 
fulness the entire Tnrildlng would, be 
well worth all it cost. He declared 
there was EO waste and that as a con- 
gregation of 470 built church in 1S78 
the present congregation of SlO in 
1912 was well able to build the present 
edifice.

"Open 
the Gates of the Temple." by Miss 
Ruth Clutz. after which Prof. H. Mil- 
ton Roth read a financial statement of 
the cost of the building of the new 
church.

One hundred millions of dollars is 


what is estimated will be expended in 
the construction and maintenance of 
highway systems in the United States 
within * the next five years without 
counting the

is greater than thp expenditures for 
that purpose in any decade in the past 
and will probably exceed the sums to 
be devoted to similar uses in the 
greater part of Europe in the same 
space of time.

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Farming Course for Public Schools. 


The tfrst general outline for a uni- 


form course ol agricultural education 
in the public schools ot Pennsylvania, 
as required by the school code ol 1911, 
lias bei>n issued from the stato depart- 
in out of public instruction. It is the 
result of weeks of study of the subject 
by Dr. Nathan C. SchaelTer, state su- 
perintendent, and L. H. Deimis, the 
agricultural education expert of the 
department 
.Mr. Dennis visited vir- 


tually every county in the state ex- 
.amin'ine; into the conditions in the ru- 
ral schools and ascertaimne; needs in 
regard to education in cultivation of 
the soil it being recosimed that con- 
ditions are so different 
in various 


parts of the state that a flexible course 
was essential. The course 
outlined 


provides for two years' work and is 
arranged as far as possible, according 
to sequence of seasons, being design- 
ed 
for seventh and 
eighth 
grade 


schools, which, it is suggested, should 
he combined in one class in rural 
schools. 
Provision is made for the 


industrial conditions in various re- 
gions, especially in the mining regions 
where it is recommended that more at- 
tention be given to vegetable garden 
ing 
and 
improvement 
of 
school 


grounds, as well as sanitation at home. 
In districts where tobacco is a large 
crop, care is taken to emphasize that 
branch. 


One of the means to procure the in- 


terest of the class is the corn club 
which is recommended yery strongb 
for boys. The outline includes nature 
of plants, 1arm crops, vegetable gar- 
• dening, crop rotation plant food co 
operation, roads, chestnut blight, poul- 
try, farm management and bookkeep 
-ing.
